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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


1977 wasa year of many storms, both snow and rain. 1199.78 tons 
of sand were used during the winter season along with 87.38 tons of 
salt. January, December and March were the big snow months in that 
order with 88% inches. Total for the year 108% inches. 


Heavy rains in March caused some washouts on Holden Hill, Kelly 
Road and Hemlock Road. August, September, October and November 
had a total of 19.7 inches of rain. October was the high month with 
6 inches. 


Culverts were replaced on the Kelly Road, cross road from 12-A 
to village, Mason Road, Cold River Road and Lawrence Road. 


Many dead trees were cut and brush was cut and chipped on 
Crane Brook Road, Ball Hill Road, Walker Hill Road, Tory Hill 
Road, Meany Road, Long Road and Holden Hill Road. The roadsides 
were also mowed again this year. 


Crushed gravel was put on Tory Hill Road, Currier Road, Carter 
Road, Long Road, Hemlock Road, Meany Road, Fred Green Road 
and Holden Hill Road. 


All roads were graded and raked that needed it and 10 tons of 


calcium chloride was purchased and spread on the gravel roads, mostly 
in front of the residences. 


All of the blacktops were patched and the Hemlock Road, Crane 
Brook Road and Burge Hill were swept and resurfaced. 

The Hemlock and McDermott Bridge rails were wire brushed, primed 
and painted. 


The beavers have expanded their operations to the Tory Hill Road, 
where they caused us some problems from time to time through the 
year. 


The TRA account was expended on the Holden Hill project drilling 
and blasting ledge. The Duncan money was expended on the Hemlock 
Road project excavating. The season ended with the crushing of 1100 
cubic yards of gravel.

White Pine Blister Rust Control - Status Report for 1977 


Forest insect and disease technicians of this Division examined 499 
acres in your town during 1977 to determine the need for white pine 
blister rust control. This survey revealed no serious problems, so 
town appropriations are not requested for 1978, as authorized under 
the provisions of RSA 223. 


As you may be aware, currant and gooseberry bushes, commonly 
called RIBES, are the alternate host of this fungus disease. Their 
presence is necessary to transmit the disease to white pine trees. 
Control measures remove RIBES plants considered to be hazardous 
to surrounding white pine. 


The Division’s blister rust program has been an ongoing activity 
since 1918. We continually monitor the situation in towns within 
the pine control area and report our findings to appropriate town 
officials. The existing good condition of your pine forests in relation 
to blister rust may be of interest to forest landowners. You may 
consider mentioning this fact in your 1977 town report.

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REPORT OF THE FALL MOUNTAIN 
VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


In 1977 the Fall Mountain Visitng Nurse Association provided a 
total of 3,849 units of service (nursing, occupational therapy, home 
health aide care and clinic services) to the five-town area of Langdon, 
Acworth, Alstead, Charlestown and North Walpole. This was a 17% 
increase over services provided in 1976. 


The cost to the VNA to provide services in 1977, was up by 9%. 
This means an increase in the tax appropriation is necessary if services 
are not to be reduced in 1978. The Agency is requesting an increase 
of 5% from each town, which would raise Langdon’s 1977 appropria- 
tion from $1,062.50 to $1,116. It is anticipated that the additional 
increases in expenses can be met through the completion of a two-part 
fund drive that was begun in November 1977. 


It is likely that requests for VNA services will continue to increase 
in 1978. Medicare, Medicaid and other insurance reimbursers are 
looking for less expensive alternatives to hospitalization and nursing 
home care. The VNA often is able to provide the professional and 
homemaking services that otherwise would necessitate institutional 
care for a patient. Home care not only is less expensive, it means a 
better satisfied patient and frequently a more rapid convalescence 
and recovery.
